HOADLEY EXPLAINS PROVIS- 
IONS OF NEW ALBERTA 
STATUTE 


EDMONTON—Sattiens from othor 
prévinces who w'sh to acquire land 
in Alberta will still be able to do so 
under the terms of the new Land 
Act and wifi not be subjected to any 
hardship, it was getated by Hon. 
George Hoadley, acting premier, in 
reply to a query as to protests made 
by the Native Sons of Canada, Van- 
couver. 

Areas where settlement has al- 
ready largely taken place are to be 
filled in and ther settlement com- 
pleted, lands in such areas to be 
sold at nomina} prices of .$1 and up 
per acre. These areas will be surveyed 
and put! on the market, and other 
lands will be similarly dealt with in 
the future under conditions as may 
be afterward determined. ‘ 

The prev'sions for purchasing ap- 
ply. only to jands set aside for that 
purpose, Mr Hoadley pointed out. 
and their settlement can, be complet- 
ed only by more people coming 

Free homestead privileges serve a 
d'fferent purpose, however, the act- 
ing premier went on to show, and 
the government makes no apology 
for holding them jn such a way as to 
give the benefit to nat!ve sons of Al- 
berta.

400 ALTA. TEACHERS 
SWELL UNEMPLOYED 


NO RESTRICTION ON PUPILS 
PASSING THROUGH NORMAL 
GIVES OVER-SUPPLY 


EDMONTON — Completing the 
most trying year in the history of 
the teaching profession of Albertu, 
the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance finds 
itself for the first time with a total 
membership in excess of 3,000 and an 
active enrolment of 2,614, according 
to the report of Secretary J. W, Bar- 
nett, presented to the fourteenth an- 
nual general mecting of the alliante 

“It has been a year of trial and 
stress to teachers as well as to far- 
mers. and business men,” the report 
reads. “For the first time in our his- 
tory, the supply of teachens seems 
to have got beyond control, the spec- 
tre of actua) want has appeared iu 
our midst, and the end is not yet.” 
' ‘The report of the ret'ring presi- 
dent, R, D. Webb, of Calgary, dealt 
with the problem ° of over-supply of 
teachers,’ reporting the finding of a 
recent conference in Regina as fol- 
lows:— 

(1) Economic conditions on farms, 
which induced many farmers’ wives 
with teaching qualifications and ex- 
perience to resume teaching. 

(2) An over-supply. of _ teachers 
owing to the fact tiHat there had 
been no restriction placed on the 
number admitted and passed through 
Normal. schools. 

In connection with the first state- 
ment, it was stated that in one Al- 
berta inspectorate the survey showed 
that one-third of the teachers at the 
present time were wives of farmers. 
It is estimated that the teachers out 
of employment in Alberta numiber 
more than 400 with an additional 
1,000 now in- training in prov‘ncia! 
normal schools.

DESTROYS BUSINESS BLOCK ON 
MAIN STREET EARLY ON 
MONDAY MORNING 


SOME GOODS SAVED 


STRENUOUS WORK BY BAND OF 
VOLUNTEER WORKERS RE- 
DUCES SPREAD 

IRMA—Caus'ng a loss” estimated 
at $55,000 the worst fire known at 
Irma since 1911 destroyed seven‘ 
buildings in the business section of 
the town early Monday morning The 
fire, caused by over-heated stovepipes 
.broke out at 1.30 a.m. in the sitting 
room and din'ng rooms of the Irma 
hotel. Fanned by wind the flames 
progressed rapidly and by 3.00 a.m. 
had spread to adjoining buildings 
while the hotel was still ablaze. 


Aided by chemicay equipment and 
many volmteer fire fighters, the 
town's fire brigade put up a strong 
fight against the rapidly spreading 
fire which was given impetus by high 
wind. 

Most of the loss suffered is covered 
by insurance. There was little gsal- 
vage, the build’ngs were burned and 
and their contents being practically 
a total loss except for most of the 
post office furniture, aly of the mail 
and part of the drug store equipment 
A few personal. effects were saved 
from the hotel which was completely 
razed, 

The chief losses incurred are esti- 
mated as follows: Inma hotel, ownea 
by T. W. Shaw and run by L. Hager, 
build'ng, $4,000; contents, $3,500; ice 
cream parlor, building owned by’ RA.

$1,000; Alberta government telephone 
building and Great War Veterans’ 
building, $800; telephone equipment 
$2,500; Inma pool hall and barber 
shop owned by James A. Hedley, with 


contents $6,000; Nuway store bu‘id- 


ing owned by H. Long, $3,000; and 
stock $22,000; and post office and fix 
tures owned by C. Knudson $6,000

The second resolution requests that 
the certificates of all teachers who 
have been out of the teaching for a 
period of five years or over and are 
retumming to the work during the pre 
sent period of depression and who 
have necessarily been unable to keep 
abreast of changing advances within 
the profession be required to take a 
refresher course before resuming 
teaching. Otherwise their certificates 
will be suspended.

“IT'WENTY Thousand Leagues 

*~ Under the Sea” is out of date. 
Scientists are going a pace never 
heard of before in the history of 
the world. They tell us that the. 
tem: ture of the flame at the 
su of the sun is ten thousand 
Centigrade, that Sirius, the bright- 
est star, sends out a temperature 
of eleven thousand, Vega, fourteen’ 
thousand, according to the astron- 
omers’ instruments. But man has 
outdone the stars and the sun. In 
his labs a million degrees is not 
unknown and forty million prob- 
able. Arthur Eddington made 
the statement recently that “forty - 
million degrees is, perhaps, not 
beyond attainment. ” “At Cav- ° 
endish Laboratory,” Eddington 
says, “Dr. Kapitza produces momentary magnetic fields in which the 
concentration of energy corresponds to about a million degrees Genti- 
grade. If he should be able to raise this to forty million—well, I don’t 
really think subatomic energy will come pouring out, but, just to be on 
the safe side, I shall take care not to be too near the laboratory when the 
experiment is tried.” 

“There is enough energy in a drop of water,” says Eddington, “to 
furnish two hundred horsepower for a year. Instead of panipéring the 
appetites of our engines with coal or oil we shall induce thom.fo work 
on a plain diet of subatomic energy.” 

Trucks and trains will disappear and a year’s supply of. fuel for a 
station—thirty grams of water—can be carried in a tea cup. ¢ 

Sciertific research into the various problems with which the pro- 
ducers of crops have to deal is, on thé move at a rapid pace much along 
the same lines... Too mary farmers, however, are clinging tenaciously to 
old traditional methé’s. Othets are moving slowly but surely along the 
read of progress.

Scientists have not yet been able to produce rain at a time when 
farmers think that crops require moisture.‘ They have, however, dis- 
covered some wonderful things along this line. Dr. Comnton.:the 1927 
Nobel Prize winner in physics, says that, “by observing the diameter of 
the halo round the moon we can estimate the size of water drops which 


cause ‘it. A shrinking halo means a growing drop and hence probable 
rain.

(Experimental Farms Note) 


The sprouting of seed potatoes in 
advance of planting is a practice 
that has jong been followed by grow 
ers for the early market, The usual 
method is to bring the potatoes up 
out of the cellar, treat them with a 
fungic'de and spread three or four 
inches deep in shallow tnays exposed

S neve pre-sprouting forwards de- 
velopment it secmed reasonable to 
suppose that in a climate where frost 
often’ forestalls maturity, sprouting 
might prolong the effective growing 
season and increase the yield. At the | 


| Beaverlodge Substation seven years’ | 


experiments to this end were com- 
menced in 1920. The outcome showed 
a fa'rly consistent advantage of tray | 
sprouted over dormant sets save in 
1922, when it was only 1.1%, and in | 
192'! when because of an unfavorable 
early season and a moist late autumn 
the rule was reversed, In the aver- 
age of seven years work the net in- 
crease yield was 11.6%. 

The advantage of sprouting is na- 
turally greatest with late plantings 
and with late varieties. Even in 1922 
when the spec'fic trial showed scant 
advantage, a June planting gave 202 
bushels per acre from a row planted 
with sprouted seed while only 129 
| bushels were obtained from a row 
planted with potatoes taken direct 
from the cellar. t 

At far northern points the advan- 
tage of sprouting is still more mark- 
ed than at Beaverlodge. The Oblate 
Mission ‘at Fort Good Hope, within 
ten m'les of the Arctic Circle, has, 
for years, supplied a convincing de- 
monstration on this point and its ex- 
perience is being applied elsewhere 
with advantage.
